Long ptactice has made the men skillful 


in picking out tho parcels with dispatch. 
Abou* 5 000 suspicious looking letters etc , 
were taken in hand by the customs officers 
Of this number perhaps 00 per cent con 
tamed books or printed matter which may 
under the law be imported through the 
mails 
These, except the few which are 


sealed and therefore subject to letter rates, 
are sent to the big room of the customs 
bureau on the fifth floor of the postoffice 
building together with the other unsealed 
parcels 
A force of men at once sets to 


work examining these packages, every 
one of which is opened 


If the books are more than twenty years 


old, or printed in a foreign language, or 
Hddressed to Institutions of learning, they 
nre admitted free of duty and at once for 
warded 
New er ones are appraised by men 


who have brcome experts at it 
If the 


lx>oks are consigned to places outside of 
this city they are sent to the postmaster of 
the town or city, with a statement and 
entry and he collects the duty on them 


A favorite trick of would be smugglers 


is to cut out the heart of a book and pack 
contraband goods i n it 
A num ber of such 


books hive been confiscated 
Some con 


tamed valuable laces, others silk handker 
chiefs, gloves, jewelry and the like 
It is 


sheer nonsense to attempt this form of 
emuggling, because all books are exam- 
ined and the detection is certain 


The customs officials have an apparent 


difficulty to face in the case of sealed par- 
cels supposed to contain dutiable goods 
'i he law that sealed matter shall be opened 
by no one except the person to whom it is 
addressed must be obeyed by the govern 
ment employes as well as by other persons 
In fact an infraction of it is punishable by 
a term of imprisonment 
The customs 


people, however, get past this stone wall 
easily 
While they canuot open the sealed 


letter or parcel they can compel the person 
to whom it is addressed to open it in their 
presence 
This is just what is done The 


postmaster sends notice to the person to 
whom parcels for this city are addressed to 
call on Mr Burke whose office is on the 
mezzanine floor of the postoffice building, 
and open the suspected piece of mail mat- 
ter 
As soon as the man opens it Mr 


Burke examines its contents, and if they 
are dutiable and of more than trifling 
value he has them appraised, either by one 
of his men or by some one at the custom 
house 
Should the man refuse to open the 


parcel it is returned forthwith to the 
sender —New York Tribune.

TEXAS LKTTER. 


SIN ANIO.VIO, TKXAS, February 10, '!)!. 
En. GA/KTTE :—While the people of the 


north are just now experiencing the usual 
amount of severe winter weather that prc- 
viils there at this season of tho year, this 
section of country is bathed iu sunshine aud 
warmth, and the thrifty farmer is engaged ia 
marketing his early vegetables and cultiva- 
ting his crops of corn and cotton. 
Southwest 


Texas is certainly a garden spot. 
Here the 


temperature is always mild. The farmer can 
work iu hit field twelve mouths in the year, 
and raise crops of various kinds continuously 
ou the same land. 
This region, I find, pro- 


daces all the products of the .Middle and 
Western States, besides many (hat cannot be 
grown in those states. 
Her natural grasses 


are varied and equal to those of Kcutucky 
and Indiana. 
A prominent farmer living 


hear here recently told me that the crops of 
hat country lying between this city and the 
Qulf Coast, mature in a shorter time and pay 


larger profit to the producer than in any 


other section of the United States. 
This 


mrt of Texas is the only place where fat 
cattle can Le marketed from grass feed, alone, 
n the month of January. The extensive 
•anches are being cut up into farming tracts 
and sold to the new settlers. 
These lands, 


which are suitablg for agricultural purposes 
»ud are located convenient to markets, can 


purchased for from $1 to $4 per acre. In 


or East Texas, lands, which are not as 


productive, cost from $15 to $50 per acre, 
and iu the older Slates from $50 to $150 per 
acre. The land around here is not covered 
with a heavy growth of timber that requires 
years of labor to remove, but is part prairie 
aud easily cleared, while conlainiag a suffi- 
cient amount of timber for all required 
purposes. 


There can be no question but what a series 


of deep water harbors will be secured along 
the Texas Coast within a few years, greatly 
enhancing all land values and giving an eno) 
incus influx to this portion of the State. 


I have just returned from a visit to Mon- 


terey, Mexico, where I went to attend the 
great bull fight that took place there last 
Sunday. The fight was the most bloody af- 
fair that I ever witnpssed, four bulls, three 
horses and one man being killed. There were 
about 5,000 people present, among the num 
ber being many Americans, who to their 
credit it can be said, were disgusted with the 
sickening spectacle, and greatly wondered 
how it was that the Mexicans could enjoy 
the brutal sport. The fight is pronounced 
by those who are competent judges, to have 
been one of the most exciting ever given in 
Mexico. The leader of the seven fighters 
was Ponciano Diaz, who is the greatest bul 
fighter Mexico ever produced. 
Monterey is 


a beautiful city of about 75,000 inhabitants 
The weather, during my stay of two days 
there, wo« delightful. The orange trees in 
the public plazas were loaded down with 
fruit, and tropical vegetation of all kinds 
were growing luxuriantly. 


I never knew until I came here that Texas 


possessed any mineral lands in quantities 
sufficient to warrant their development. Bu 
such is a fact, and according to the report o 
the State Geologist there ia a greater rainera 
wealth, still in a virgin state, in Texas, than 
in any State of the Union. In the Llano 
district, located Northwest of this city, al 
most every kind of mineral is found, includ 
ing iron, lead, copper, silver and gold, whil 
in the Southwestern tier of counties tiier 
are also some very rich mines being worked 
The people of this city expect great thing 
from the Llano district, which will contribute 
its immense products to the world througl 
here.

Extinguishing Incipient Firm. 


It is the opinion of experts that much of 


the money which is spent by flictories 
mills and stores on the introduction of 
pipes and valves for fire extirjlich might 
be saved by the adoption of a nTuchsimpler 
nnd more efficient method. Botli riulphur 
nud ammonia are well adapted for ex- 
tinguishing fire. Sulphur absorbs oxygen 
and forms sulphuric acid, the fimes of 
which are much heavier than ak- 
The 


quantity required would be small' sinco 
seventy gramme= of sulphur can make 100 
cubic metres of air inimical to combustion 
An effective sulphur extinguishing appa- 
ratus can be made of a large Iron box of 
moderate depth ami open at the top. It 
should be hinged at one end or the side to 
a protected ceiling, and kept close thereto 
by a cord or wiro connected with a wire or 
strap formed chiefly of cadmium fusible at 
144 degs. Fahrenheit. 


Inside tho box is placed a considerable 


quantity of cotton wadding, well saturat- 
ed with powdered sulphur. On tic heat 
of an incipient fire melting the tire or 
strip the box drops a short distance- by a 
Minple device the cotton wadding- is ig- 
nited at the same moment, and a strong 
cloud of sulphurous acid gas is instantly 
evolved, which extinguishes the (ire by ren- 
•Iciing the air unfit for combiu.tion.-New 
lork Commercial Advertiser.
